judicial authority in the 
to be designated lord high 
chancellor of Great Britain, and 
keeper of the royal conscience, and 
to rank (next the royal family) the 
pecond subject in the realm. It is 
very difficult, if not im ible, to 
say when England first had a great 
seal. Seals were not much used by 
our Anglo-Saxon ancestors, but 
came largely into fashion during the 
Norman ‘reigns. The gilt roses, or 
marks of Edward the Confessor and 
other Saxon kings, can scarcely be 
ealled seals, and partook more of 
the character of signatures of an 
illiterate ages but a grand and per- 
fect seal of William the Conqueror 
exists, having the monarch crowned 
and throned on the one side, and 
, mounted on horseback on the other 
—attitudes which have been in- 
variably observed to the present . 
day. One remarkable circumstance 
connected with the great seal is its 
ve growth in size as time 
advanced. Originally, 800 years 
since, not larger than the top of an 
ordinary modern teacup, it has been 
gradually enlarged from age to age, 
| till it offers now the size and ap- 
pearance of a muffin, and requires 
to be inclosed in a tin box for pro- 
tection. deed, so cumbrous and 
anwieldly had the great seal be- 
come, that some three or four years 
since, an act of parliament passed— 
containing very extraordinary pro- 
didibne+-divecting that all the minor, 
and many, even, of the more im- 
portant documents passed under it, 
should for the future be authenti- 
cated by a paper wafer of moderate 
size, which should be gummed on 
the instrument, and be deemed and 
taken to be the great seal itself. 
The great seal has only three 
times been lost—twice temporarily 
and once permanently. James II. 
on leaving the kingdom on his abdi-, 
cation, threw the seal into the 
Thames, whence, however, it was 
next morning fished up and brought 
to Whitehall. Lord Eldon buried it 
in his garden in Queen Square, dur- 
ing one night when his house caught 
fire, and he thought in the confusion 
it might be stolen. ‘‘And,’’ writes 
the chancellor in his diary, ‘‘when 
the fire was extinguished, I quite for- 
got in the morning where I had 
uried it, and while the carriage 
waited to take me to court, my lady 
and I, and all the household, were 
digging with pieces of stick till we 
luckily found it.’”’ Lord Thurlow, 


who always held it during the night > 


in his bedroom, had it actually car- 
ried off by burglars, from whom it 
was never recovered. A _ privy 
council was called the next day, a 
hew seal was rapidly made, and 
during the remainder of his continu- 
ance in office, Lord Thurlow in- 
variably de ted it of a niglit 
under his pillow. 

Down to 1818 the great seal itself 
was made of copper; since then 
silver has been the metal employed. 
It is in two halves, somewhat like 
two very thick, bright tin saucepan 
lids fitting closely together, their 
inner surfaces deeply sculptured 
with the royal devices intended to be 
formed on the wax when squeezed 
betweenthem. Instruments having 
a limited duration are sealed with 
yellow wax. Others, supposed to 
exist in perpetuity, such as patents 
of peerage, etc., are exemplified 
under green wax, and in the case of 
some ietter patents, likely to be 
exposed to a great deal of knocking 
about or journeying from place to 
place, such as were the assize com- 
missions, the wax seal was stamped 
after being ingeniously inclosed in 
cream-colored leather.—[New York

Honey Lake Valley, in California, 
produces good grain and a good 
yield per acre, bat on account of 
its location as regards a ready 
market, tLe farmer there very 
rarely realizes more than one dol- 
lar and twenty-five ceuts per hun- 
dred pounds at home, the difference 
between that price and the price at 
our mills here going to pay freight. 
Carsun Valley also produces a 
plentiful yie'd, but the expense of 
marketing on account of freight 
_ Jeuves the farmer there considerable 
less than ® realized by the pro- 
_ ducers in the vicinity of Reno. The 
Samecan be said of Lovelock, on 
the Humboldt, where from forty to 
sixty bushels per acre are not un- 
usual, but, as in the case of Honey 
Lake Valley and Carson Valley, 
the freight to this point leaves the 
farmer but from ninety cents to 
one dollar and twenty cents per 
hundred pounds at place of ship- 
ment. Thus it will appear that our 
home farmers have an advantage 
of from five to ten dollars per ton 
over other sections named. 

Experiments carefully made have 

demonstrated that wherever sage- 
brush grows best and most thrifty 
there wheat will do well, and when 
~we contemplate the tens of thou- 
sands of acres of vacant sage 
land within a radius of ten 
miles of Reno which can be 
had at government price, we 
feel sure that ere long Washoe 
county alone will produce wheat 
enough to supply the whole State 
of Nevada with flour. 


THE statement is made by prom- 
inent stockmen that unless laws are 
passed soon by our State Legisla- 
ture restricting sheepmen to lands 
owned or occupied by them, that 
within five years there will not be 
a hoof left on our ranges. They 
complain, and justly too, that 
sheepmen, as a rule, pay no taxes, 
own no land, but enjoy the same 

privileges as does the cattleman 
who owns his land and pays his 
pro rata towards meeting the ex- 
penses of the State Government. 
There are numerous bands of sheep 
in the State which roam “from pil- 
lar to post,” have no special range, 
_ and are alowed by their herders 
* to invade the private domain of 
stockmen as well as the pub- 
lic domain which custom has 
made the range of the origi- 
nal occupant. The sad _ re- 
‘sults of this action were seen in 
Humboldt county last Winter, 
where the mortality among cattle 
was greater than in any other sec- 
_ tion of the sagebrush country. The 
loss was not caused by the severe 
- Winter as sheepmen declare, but 
- ‘was owing entirely to the fact that 
- large bands of sheep had devas- 
tated the ranges of feed and had 
| driven the cattle to the inhospit-

“peblabed from starvation. The

A Furious Gale and Loss of Life. 

MILWAUKEE, September 9.—A spe- 
cial to the Sentinel from Marquette, 
Michigan, says: Word has been re- 
ceived here of the foundering of the 


schooner Niagara, consort of the 
steamer Raleigh, six miles northeast 
of White Fish Point, Lake Superior, 
in yesterday’s gale. She was com- 
manded by Captain Clements, and 
was ore-laden, from Ashland to Ash- 
tabula. Her crew of ten men was lost, 
and the Captaio’s family is also re- 
ported to have been aboard. Owing 
to poor wires and the favt that there are 
no survivors, details are hard to get. 
Captain \Detos, of the steamer Idaho, 
just arriyed, reports passing the 
wreck of the Niagara at 11:30 a. M. to- 
day. She lies off White Fish Point, 
five miles from shore. Her mizzen- 
mast just reaches above water. Ca 
aite saw nv traces of the ill. 
fated crew. 
United Empire arrived at 
Saulte during the day and reported it 
was the worst sea ever experienced. 
Captain Waite thinks that in addition 
to the crew of the Niagara there were a 
number of ladies aboard from here 
and all must have perished. The gale 
was one of the worst on the lake for 
years, the wind reaching a velocity of 
60 miles an hour. There 1s no way of 
ascertainiug the names of the lost to- 
night. 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, Sept. 9.—The 
family of Captain Clements, of the lost 
schooner Niagara, were not on the ill- 
fated vessel. It is therefore probable 
that only ten persons lost their lives: 
the Captain, two mates (Macbeth and

the 7th inst. contains the following: 

It is currently reported here that 
William Dunphy, the cattle king, 
who has recently purchased fifty or 
sixty .thousand acres of railroad 
lands on the Upper Humboldt, is 
perfecting a plan to divert all the 
waters of the Humboldt from their 
natural channel for irrigating pur- 


poses. The report has created some 
excitement among persons owning 
hay ranches along the river, and 
injunctions and law suits are threat- 
ened. é' 

It bas been plainly evident for 
years that sooner or later a series of 
suits at law would result from 
the appropriation of the waiers 
of the Humboldt. Usually the 
river overflows its banks in the 
Spring, and there is water enough 
and to spare for everybody up to 
July. As the Summer advances 
the river gets Iower until late in the 
season, when water becomes quite 
scarce. This year the river was 
upprecedentedly low, and the hay 
crop was scant on many ranches. 
The cause of this was alleged to be 
the diversion of considerable water 
from the stream near Beowawe. A 
committee of interested ranchers 
weut to that place to ascertain if 
the allegations were true, and re- 
ported the river dammed, and 
ditches sufficiently large built to 
carry all the water in the stream, 
but pothing further was done in 
the matter. Now, if Mr. Duophy 
carries out the project he is said to 
have in view, it will leave the 
country west of bis ranch dry, ruin 
the meadow lands along the river, 
dry up Humboldt Lake, which 
would probably cause no injury, 
and depopulate Big Meadows, one 
of the finest agricultural sectious of 
the State, and damage property in 
this county to an incalculable ex- 
tent.

Blood Used for Buttons. 

From the New York Market Journa)l.]} 
What do you think of that? Isn’t 
that utilizing waste with a ven- 
geance? Truly this isan utilitar- 
ian age. Beef from the flesh, but- 
ter (oleo) from the fat, leather from 
the hides, beds from the hair, glue 
from the hoofs, bolognas from the 
entrails, brushes from the bones, 
combs from the horns, and now 
buttons from the blood of the bul- 
lock. Verily the meck-eyed ox is 
a very useful denizen when living, 
and a positive bonanza when dead. 
When an enterprising Hebrew 


by the name of Hirsch first intro- 
uced into this country some years 
ago the novel industry of making 
buttons from _ bullocks’ blood he 
lost over $16,000 within the first 
six ‘months. But he stuck to it. 
It was money or blood with him. 
He got the money.. Now he has 
piles of wealth. 

Near Chicago, in the town of 
Bridgeport, there is a large factory 
where over a hundred men, boys 
and girls dabble in blood and 
evolve buttons. This firm owns 
another extensive factory in a dif- 
ferent place. There are a number 
of similar factories in England. In 
the factory at Bridgeport from 
eight to ten isneant lions of 
blood are used every day. Onl 
fresh beef blood is used sions 
it is said that pigs’ blood is just as 
good, but it gives too much trouble 
to collect and save it. Much of the 
blood evaporates during the pro- 
cess of drying, but what remains 
is pa albumen. Some of it is 
light in color and some dark, ac- 
cording to the chemical treatment 

ven it. These thin sheets of 

ried blood are then broken up 
and are ready to be worked into 
various sh and sizes. Large 
quantities of blood sheets are used 
by cloth manufacturers for setting 
the color in calico goods. Not only 
are buttons made from blood in 
this way, but tons of -ear-rings, 
breast-pins, belt clasps, combs and 
trinkets are made annually there 
from blood. It is a strangely fra- 
grant but rather profitable busi- 
ness. *
